Our Scoutmaster, Mr. Rapati, was taking his holidays in the Yukon Territories this year and he invited sone of his 
Scouts to accompany him. On Saturday morning, August 17, Eugene Blais, Greg Finnigan, Paul Rapati and myself 
started our long journey with Mr. Rapati. At Whitecourt we stopped to pick up Tonmy Atcheson who was visiting his 
aunt. 

After picking up some groceries, we had lunch at a nearby camp site. Before eating, we all went down to a strean 
near the camp. Paul somehow managed to fall in and had wet feet for the rest of the day. 

We reached Grande Prairie at five. We stoped for groceries and had supper shortly after. 

After supper, we went to open the car trunk but couldn't find the key. After searching everywhere we decided the 
key must have been locked inside the trunk, We quickly drove to a garage at Dawson Creek. The missing key was 
recovered ani the garage man donated his services because we were Scouts! 

We wrote post cards to send home and then drove off to pitch our tent at the Dawson Creek Camp Grounds. Because it 
was our first night, we didn't settle down till 1:00 a.m. We got up early and went to Mass. 

After Mass, we went to the middle of the city where there was a tall, four-sided structure, painted white, on which 
was painted "Mile O". This was officially the starting point of the "Alaska Highway". 

Not far from Dawson Greek, we crossed the Taylor Bridge over the Peace River. On our way across, we noticed an oil 
pipe line across the river going through a nearby mountain. The rivers view was lovely and we got our first impres 
sion of the mountains. We stopped for breakfast and were soon off again. 

All of us went in the Sikanni River to wade in the ice cold water and pan for gold. We nearly killed outselves 
trying, but none of us went away rich! 

Near Trutch we stopped at an undescribable cliff, resembling a canyon, which dropped 3,000 feet or more. In the 
valley below there were lakes and trees all over. It was really something to see! 

At Trutch we stopped at the Trading Post, which handled Indian made goods. 

On our way to Fort Nelson the car hit a huge hole in the road and our carrier fell off. We picked up all the luge- 
age, fixed the carrier, and kept on going. After a quick supper, we reached Fort Nelson and camped at the ball 
park. It was isolated and very quiet and spooky. 

We stopped at a mountain spring for breakfast. The water was clear, cold, and refreshing. 

Further on we spotted a waterfall. It wasn't long before we were at the top trying to find its source. Our cur~ 
iosity satisfied we went to the car - for our next stop was the Liard Hot Sprines. 

At the Hot Springs everyone hurried to get in, but we soon found out it was hotter than we thought! There is no 
word that can describe how hot the water felt and the odor of sulpher was really powerful! 

On reaching Lower Post, Yukon Territories, we found that this was one of the oldest settlements in the Yukon. Nost 
of the buildings were built of logs, even the cafe which was modern inside. 

We passed through Watson Lake and camped just north of the town. After stuffing ourselves, we went to bed. Mr. 
Rapati pulled us out of bed at 4:30 Yukon time. 

On our way out, after breakfast, we saw millions of signs put up by tourists, with their names, addresses ani 
states, hanging from telephone poles and other signs. There was someone representing every state in America, even 
Hawaii. 

We reached Cassiar at noon and went to see Mr. Rapati's former boss, Mr. Barry (who is in charge of the Cassiar 
Asbestos Corp.). He suggested a tour of the mill that day, then mountain climbing on Wednesday, and a tour of the 
mine on Thursday. Mr. Barry also gave us three rooms in ove of the bunkhouses to sleep in, and free meals at the 
dining hall. 

Mr. Cam Church then gave us a permit for the mine and mill. He then took us on the tour of the mill personally. 

It was sure interesting to see how they separated the rocks and waste from the asbestos, ani how the asbestos was 
dried and graded. We all went to the lab and got a sample box of asbestos with a sample of each grade in it. 

A short hike around town was taken before supper. The meals at the dining hall were really good, and best of all 
We could have as much as we wanted! Just think - as much pie and dessert as we could eat!!! 

I went to bed early and really enjoyed myself in that bunkhouse. We got up early and went to 8:00 Mass. Tosny 
and I served. Afterwards we had a good breakfast and dropped our clothes off at the laundry. Our clothes were 
pressed free of charge as a favor to Mr. Rapati. 

We were now prepared to climb a nearby mountain which was supposed to be 10,000 feet high. It was @ long and tire- 
some journey going up and we stopped for lunch halfway up. 

The cook had packed us a delicious lunch ~ 4 tasty sandwiches each, 3 oranges, 1 apple, 1 piece of cake, and 3 
pieces of apple pie! 

Mr. Rapati spotted a bear on the way up but it disappeared quickly. It seemed like ages before we reached the top 
but the worst part was yet to come. We rested at the top and then started down a different way, helf falling, half 
sliding.

Western Canada's largest Catholic semin- 
ary, St. Joseph's, was host to more than 
1,000 visitors at its open house over 
the weekend. The theme of the open house 
commemorated the 400th anniversary of the 
institution of secular seminaries by the 
Council of Trent in 1563. 

Located on the southern outskirts of St. 
Albert, St. Joseph's trains candidates 
for the priesthood from all parts of 
Western Canada. The seminary, a modern 
quintuple-shaped structure, has accommod 
ation for 120 students. At present 75 
are studying in it. 

e its construction in 1957, it has 
produced 65 priests. Seven are to be 
ordained at the end of the current tern. 
Saturday, Open House was chiefly for 
high school students, and Sunday, for 
the public at large. Seminarians guided 
visitors through the seminary decorated 
with displays depicting both the 400 
year history of secular seminaries, and 
the history of St. Joseph's itself. 

A highlight of the displays was a 240 sq

Although only a half-dozen years in St. 
Albert, St. Joseph's Seminary traces its| 
beginning to 1927, when the late Nost 
Rev. Henry O'Leary, Archbishop of Binon-| 
ton, converted an Oblate seminary into 
a secular seminary, and took in 66 stud 
ents. This old seminary which was sit- 
uated in central Edmonton was built as al 
rectory in 1894. Tt was used until St. 
Joseph's moved out to St. Albert. The 
first rector was Monsignor James NoGuig- 
an, now Cardinal NoGuigan. The present 
rector, Mnsgr. Howard Griffin, was ap- 
pointed in 1939, 

Archbishop MacDonald officially opened 
in the fall of 1957, the new seminary, 
which features a spacious chapel, fifty 
feet in height, illu minated by intric- 
ately symbolic windows imported fron 
France. The seminary proper is three 
stories high, with two wings for studert| 
and another wing for the residence of 
priests, and classrooms. It is complete 
with a library, gymnasium, reading roon,| 
recreation hall, workshop, two hockey 
rinks and 50 acres of wooded proverty. 
A convent, housing nuns who take care of 
the cooking, is attached. 

The training program covers seven years, 
the first three emphasizing philosophy 
and languages, the last four theology. 
The seminarian's average day is balanced 
with prayer, study, sports and recreat- 
ion. It starts at 5 and ends at 
10 p.m, For cultural activities, the 
seminary has a drama society, debating 
society, as well as producing a period- 
ical house magazine and a yearbook with 
a circulation of 2,000. 

These and other facets of seminarian 
existence were brought out during the 
open house. 

The seminary choir, under the direction 
of John duyderwijk, presented a program 
of hymns and Gregorian Chant. The or- 
ganist was John Rose. The co-ordinator 
or the event, which took almost a months 
preparation, was seminarian Tom Jullen. 
Lunches were prepared a: ved by the 
ter Shristi Society and by the senin- 
ary cooks, Les Filles De Jesus. 


PUBLIC _SCHOOLBOARD 


The St. Albert School District, like the 
other authorities in St. Albert has gone 
through the usual transition period of 
expanding. Several phases of the admin~ 
istration have changed since we closed 
the schools last June. 

One major and predominent iten is the 
increase in our student enrollment. This 
has increased by some 25/6 over the last 
school year. This is most indicative of 


our future development to an important 
community in the Edmonton metropolitan 
area. With the increase in the student

staff also had to increase. We now have| 
40 teachers looking after the needs of 
some 900 students in the various grades 
from I to XII, In addition to the reg- 
ular academic subjects being offered, th 
students are given the opportunity to 
take Home Economics, Industrial arts and| 
anew phase, Business Education, It is 
the hope of the Board of Trustees and 
the Teachers that this varied program 
will enable our children to find more 
easily some mode of ecudation which will| 
assist them in finding a place where 
they may contribute more to their advan- 
cement and offer greater evolution to 
our society. 

With this desire in mind the Board has 
instituted the office of superintendent 
and appointed Mr. Vincent J. Maloney to 
this position. Mr. Maloney has been 
with the School system in this area for 
some 12 years and he certainly has be~ 
come familiar with the problems of local’ 
administration. The Board is quite cer-| 
tain that he will continue to give un- 
selfishly of his tine, knowledge and 
ability to create better educational con| 
ditions in St. Albert School District 
No. 3 and to encourage the advancement 
of St, Albert in general. 

To assist our students further the Board 
is prepared to offer some assistance to 
families whose children may wish to fol- 
low a vocational training program at 
such centers as St. Joseph's High School 
in Edmonton. 

With the promotion of Kr, Maloney, a vac 
ancy was created in the principalship of 
Vital Grandin School. After reviewing 
several applications, many from our own 
staff members, the appointment was given 
to Mr. Lloyd E. Deutscher. Mr. Deutscer 
is a resident of our community, and we 
trust that he too will add to the ad- 
vancenent of our town. He will be as~ 
sisted by Mr. Raboud, as Vice Principal, 
together with Miss Wolniewicz who con- 
tinues to fill the office of assistant 
Principal at the Fr. Jan School. With 
the inaguaration of business education 
at the High School under Mr. Kambeitz, 
more responsibility is placed on the 
shoulders of our Principal, Mr. Soprov- 
ich and his assistant, Mr. Kalita. These 
men are looked to for the continuation 
of an improved program at this level. 
Many other matters have transpired since 
June 30. As most parents are now aware, 
the Home Economics and Industrial Arts 
rooms are now located in Vital Grandin 
School. This was an expected change 
with the growth of student population 
and it caused the removal of our admin- 
istration office from this building whi 
the Secretary Treasurer was able to keep 
very close control over the operation of 
the Vital Grandin building during the 
time he was occupying this accommodation 
it was a known fact that eventually the 
move would have to be made,

Work willconmence on the grounds at Vit- 
al Grandin School in Sturgeon Heights 
very soon and some fencing will be in- 
stalled along the northerly boundary. 
The recent election resulted in a change 
in the personnel of the Board of Trust 
ees. Mrs. Sara Ross and Dr. Walter Mir- 
lin will be replacing Mr. Hebert and Mr. 
Schlereth. A vote of thanks is extended 
to the two retiring members for the end- 
less hours of service offered to this 
District during the past three years. A 
welcome to the new appointees is extend-| 
ed by all concerned. We feel sure that 
they will soon be able to assume the ob- 
ligations involved and assist in the 
continuing the very important work which 
befalls School Trustees.
